PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, over seventy non-profit hospitals benefit from property tax exemptions in Cook 
County and have a moral, financial and legal responsibility to provide quality health care to 
the poor and uninsured; and 
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WHEREAS, in June of 2005, non-profit hospitals will begin filing an annual report known 
as a “Community Benefits Plan,” in accordance with state law which will include the amount 
of charity care and other community benefits the hospital provides; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to receiving exemptions from Cook County property taxes (which 
according to independent research accounts for approximately 20% of the total annual value 
of the hospital’s preferential tax status), non-profit hospitals in Cook County also may receive 
exemptions from various federal and state income taxes, state and local sales and use taxes, 
tax-exempt bond financing, and tax-deductible donations; and 

WHEREAS, in order to qualify for property tax exempt status in Cook County, the property 
utilized by the non-profit hospital must be exclusively used in a charitable manner, as 
detennined by the Illinois Department of Revenue during its review of certificates of 
exemption; and 

WHEREAS, currently, the Assessor’s Office cannot calculate an approximate assessed value 
for tax exempt non-profit hospitals and, therefore, there is no information to gauge the 
monetary savings non-profit hospitals accrue through their tax exempt status; and 

WHEREAS, unlike a typical homeowner who receives an exemption based on a percentage 
of the home’s assessed value through the Homeowner’s Exemption, a non-profit hospital 
receives a total exemption from the hospital’s assessed value; and 

WHEREAS, in order to fairly and accurately weigh the monetary value of the non-profit 
hospitals’ property tax exemption against the dollar amount given back to the community 
through charity care and other community benefits, it is necessary to analyze the hospital’s 
Community Benefits Plan along with a report from the Assessor’s Office that details each 
hospital’s estimated assessed value and the estimated exempt dollar amount. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
does hereby require the Cook County Assessor’s Office to provide an annual report to the 
Board listing the estimated assessed value and the estimated exempt dollar amount of each 
non-profit hospital in Cook County beginning with the current year’s tri-annual reassessment. 


Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved to suspend the rules so that this 
matter may be considered.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE RULES OF ORGANIZATION AND PROCEDURE ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners annually presents an Executive 
Budget Recommendation to the Board of Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners debates and considers the budget, debates and considers 
relevant amendments, and passes a budget for Cook County by the end of February of each calendar year; 
and 

WHEREAS, in the past the Board of Commissioners has usually had fewer than four months to review 
an annual budget that funds over 25,000 FTE positions and contains $3 billion in revenues and 
expenditures and therefore cannot give appropriate consideration to each aspect of the budget; and 

WHEREAS, given the large fiscal deficits that have arisen over the past several years and have needed to 
be filled by the President and the Board of Commissioners, and further given the differences of opinions 
with regard to closing the deficits, it is important that all parties have adequate time to consider the 
budget, write and propose amendments, and arrive at an ultimate decision to either support or oppose the 
budget recommendation; and 

WHEREAS, recognizing the need for a specified and uniform budgeting process, the U.S. Congress 
passed the Congressional Budget and Impoundment Control Act of 1974, which still forms the basis for 
the budget process; and 

WHEREAS, the Congressional Budget and Impoundment Control Act species that the President of the 
United States is to transmit his or her budget to Congress on or after the first Monday in January but not 
later than the first Monday in February of each year for the following fiscal year, which begins on 
October 1, thereby giving Congress eight months to review and act on the President’s recommendation; 
and 

WHEREAS, all governments should be seeking to involve citizens in budgeting and legislating, allowing 
for greater time before the presentation of the budget and the ensuing consideration by the Board will 
allow for more citizens to make their voices heard and for the President and the Board of Commissioners 
to better seek out the opinions of their constituents; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County currently has no set date by which the President must provide the Executive 
Budget Recommendation to the Board of Commissioners. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, that the Cook County Rules of Organization and Procedure 
Ordinance is hereby amended as set forth below: 
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ARTICLE III 
BUDGET MATTERS 

3-1. Finance Committee. 


(a) The President’s executive budget recommendations and all motions, resolutions or 
ordinances that propose, amend, transfer or supplement any appropriations of funds or budget measure 
shall be referred to the Finance Committee. The executive budget recommendations shall provide the 
basis upon which the annual appropriation ordinance is prepared and enacted ^ and it will be presented to 
the Finance Committee on or after September 15 but no later than October 15 for the fiscal year that 
begins in December of that calendar year . 

(b) After considering the executive budget recommendations submitted by the President and 
all other budget measures submitted by members, the Finance Committee shall prepare an annual 
appropriation ordinance in tentative form, which in such tentative form shall be made conveniently 
available to public inspection for at least ten (10) days prior to final action thereon, by publication in the 
journal of the proceedings of the Board or in such other form as the Board may prescribe; and not less 
than one week after publication of such tentative appropriation bill and prior to final action thereon, the 
Finance Committee shall hold at least one public hearing thereon, notice of which shall be given by 
publication in a newspaper having general circulation in the County at least one week prior to the time of 
such hearing. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee to prepare such tentative appropriation bill 
and make it so available to public inspection and also to arrange for and hold such public hearing or 
hearings. 


Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Claypool, moved that the Proposed Ordinance 
Amendment be referred to the Committee on Finance.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE RULES OF ORGANIZATION AND PROCEDURE ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, allowing the public, media, and civic groups, as well as the Board of Commissioners, 
access to the Comprehensive Annual Financial Report (CAFR) at the soonest possible date after the close 
of the fiscal year makes the County’s finances more accountable to the public; and 
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WHEREAS, delaying the release of the CAFR in a timely manner diminishes the accountability of the 
County because important and final information regarding the health of the budget and the County’s 
spending is withheld from the public; and 

WHEREAS, the last CAFR released by the County for Fiscal Year 2003 was not released until February 
17, 2005, or 14.5 months after the close of the fiscal year, and the CAFR for Fiscal Year 2002 was not 
released until March 31, 2004, or 16 months after the close of the fiscal year; and 

WHEREAS, the other large governments within Cook County, the City of Chicago, the Chicago Public 
Schools, the Chicago Park District, and the Metropolitan Water Reclamation District, and the Forest 
Preserve District of Cook County, released their CAFRs within six months of the fiscal year; and 

WHEREAS, the budgets of the Chicago Public Schools (CPS) and the City of Chicago are far larger than 
the Cook County’s, and therefore, the work of the CPS and the City show that it is possible to release 
CAFRs for large, complicated budgets within six months of the close of the fiscal; and 

WHEREAS, there is currently no set date by which Cook County must release its Comprehensive 
Annual Financial Report. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, that the Cook County Rules of Organization and Procedure 
Ordinance is hereby amended as set forth below: 

ARTICLE III 

BUDGET MATTERS 


3-1. Finance Committee. 

(a) The President’s executive budget recommendations and all motions, resolutions or 
ordinances that propose, amend, transfer or supplement any appropriations of funds or budget measure 
shall be referred to the Finance Committee. The executive budget recommendations shall provide the 
basis upon which the annual appropriation ordinance is prepared and enacted. 

(b) After considering the executive budget recommendations submitted by the President and 
all other budget measures submitted by members, the Finance Committee shall prepare an annual 
appropriation ordinance in tentative form, which in such tentative fonn shall be made conveniently 
available to public inspection for at least ten (10) days prior to final action thereon, by publication in the 
journal of the proceedings of the Board or in such other fonn as the Board may prescribe; and not less 
than one week after publication of such tentative appropriation bill and prior to final action thereon, the 
Finance Committee shall hold at least one public hearing thereon, notice of which shall be given by 
publication in a newspaper having general circulation in the County at least one week prior to the time of 
such hearing. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee to prepare such tentative appropriation bill 
and make it so available to public inspection and also to arrange for and hold such public hearing or 
hearings. 

(c) For Fiscal Year 2005 forward, the Comprehensive Annual Financial Report for the Cook 
County government will be released to the Board and the public no later than May 31 of the following 
calendar year, or within six months of the close of the fiscal year. This means that the CAFR for Fiscal 
Year 2005 will be released by May 31. 2006. 
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Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Claypool, moved that the Proposed Ordinance 
Amendment be referred to the Committee on Finance.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE RULES OF ORGANIZATION AND PROCEDURE ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners annually presents a budget to 
the Board of Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, due to the current manner in which the budget is presented, it is difficult for the Board of 
Commissioners to see the prevailing trends in revenue collection, expenditures, and the size of the overall 
budget; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners usually has fewer than four months to review an annual budget 
that funds over 25,000 FTE positions and contains $3 billion in revenues and expenditures; and 

WHEREAS, it serves the interests of any form of government, including Cook County, to plan its 
revenue and expenditures several years in advance in order to allow more preparation for future budget 
negotiations as well as to allow for a macroscopic view of the budget situation over the next several years; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners’ having a macroscopic view of the budget situation over 
several years benefits Cook County by allowing for the Board to consider the impacts on future budgets 
when making adjustments to the revenue or expenditure streams; and 

WHEREAS, all governments should be seeking ways to involve citizens further in budgeting and 
legislating, and making multi-year projections freely available to the public encourages participation and 
allows residents and businesses to have more information regarding future taxes and services; and 

WHEREAS, many local governments across the nation, as well as the State of Virginia, have mandated 
through their laws that their budget departments publish six-year revenue and expenditure projections; 
and 
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WHEREAS, the Civic Federation, a non-partisan government research organization, has long called on 
Cook County to make revenue projections available to the Board of Commissioners and the public; and 

WHEREAS, The National Advisory Council on State and Local Budgeting (NACSLB) and the 
Government Finance Officers Association (GFOA) both recommend that all governments formally adopt 
a long-term financial plan as a key component of a sound budget process, including the projection of 
multi-year revenue trends and modeling of various revenue and expenditure options that is shared with 
and/or reviewed by key policymakers and stakeholders; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County does not currently publish revenue and expenditure projections in advance 
and doing so would confonn to a highly-regarded budgetary practice. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, that the Cook County Rules of Organization and Procedure 
Ordinance is hereby amended as set forth below: 

ARTICLE III 

BUDGET MATTERS 


3-1. Finance Committee. 

(a) The President’s executive budget recommendations and all motions, resolutions or 
ordinances that propose, amend, transfer or supplement any appropriations of funds or budget measure 
shall be referred to the Finance Committee. The executive budget recommendations shall provide the 
basis upon which the annual appropriation ordinance is prepared and enacted. 

(b) In addition to the executive budget recommendations, the President will present to the 
Finance Committee revenue and expenditure projections for the next six fiscal years. The projection of 
revenue will be itemized into the categories of Property Tax Levy, Intergovernmental Transfer. Home 
Rule Taxes. Other Revenues. Fees, and Fund Balance: and the projection of expenditures will be itemized 
into the categories of Public Safety. Bond and Interest. Corporate. Allowance for Taxes. Health. Other. 
Capital. Annuity, and Grants. The six-year fiscal projection will also be accompanied by a narrative text 
which fists and explains the assumptions made in order to reach the revenue and expenditure projections. 

(b) (cj After considering the executive budget recommendations submitted by the President and 
all other budget measures submitted by members, the Finance Committee shall prepare an annual 
appropriation ordinance in tentative form, which in such tentative form shall be made conveniently 
available to public inspection for at least ten (10) days prior to final action thereon, by publication in the 
journal of the proceedings of the Board or in such other form as the Board may prescribe; and not less 
than one week after publication of such tentative appropriation bill and prior to final action thereon, the 
Finance Committee shall hold at least one public hearing thereon, notice of which shall be given by 
publication in a newspaper having general circulation in the County at least one week prior to the time of 
such hearing. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee to prepare such tentative appropriation bill 
and make it so available to public inspection and also to arrange for and hold such public hearing or 
hearings.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT OF SECTION 8.7.1 OF THE 
COOK COUNTY ZONING ORDINANCE OF 2001 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK COUNTY, ILLINOIS 

that Section 8.7.1 of the Cook County Zoning Ordinance of 2001 be amended as follows: 

8.7.1 FENCES, WALLS, HEDGES AND SHRUBBERY 

A. Fences, walls, hedges and shrubbery may be erected, placed, maintained or grown within 
ten (10) feet of a lot line on property abutting or located in a residential district unless 
otherwise provided in Section 8.4. The height of a fence, wall, hedge or shrubbery shall not 
exceed six (6) feet above ground level and, if located in a required front or comer side yard, 
shall not exceed a height of three (3) feet. 

B. Fences, walls, hedges and shrubbery shall not be erected, placed, maintained or grown 
within five (5) feet of a lot line on any non-residential zoned property in excess of ten (10) 
feet in height. 

C. Fences, walls, hedges and shrubbery shall not be erected, constructed, maintained or grown 
to a height exceeding three (3) feet above the street grade when located within thirty-five 
(35) feet of the right-of-way line. 

D. Fences shall be constructed so that the poles, support and braces are on the inside of the 
fence of the property being fenced and so that the “good” side of the fence is facing 
neighboring property (unless otherwise approved by the Building Commissioner).

Your Committee on Business and Economic Development of the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County met pursuant to notice on Wednesday, September 21,2005 at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in the Board 
Room, Room 569, County Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee as considered the following item for infonnational purposes only: 

The Subcontracts of the Workforce Investment Act Grant from the Illinois Department of Commerce and 
Economic Development, which was approved at the September 8, 2005 Board Meeting, Agenda Item 
# 120 . 

The Secretary to the Board informed the Chairman that a quorum was not present. 

Chairman Collins replied that the meeting was being held for infonnational purposes only. 

Chairman Collins stated in 2004 the County appropriated approximately $15 million to the POET 
Program for job training and development. As Chairman of the Business and Economic Development 
Committee, she has never seen the perfonnance data. The federal government was concerned about 
maintaining the POET Program because of perfonnance not only in Illinois but across the Country. 

Chainnan Collins said she is concerned about the high number of unemployed and unskilled individuals 
in economically depressed communities. Funds should be allocated specifically to job training programs 
that offer a potential job upon completion. The rate of unemployment is about 60%; this contributes to 
the growth of the underworld drug culture within these communities. 

Commissioner Suffredin asked how often the agencies receive grant money. 
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Dr. Francis S. Muthu, Director, President’s Office of Employment Training (POET), replied that the 
funding is for a two year cycle. Further, Dr. Muthu stated that the President’s Office of Employment 
Training has put together an evaluation summary of 2004 placements which is a snap shot of May 
because the Workforce Investment Board did not meet in July. The funding was received in August from 
the State; performance of all the contractors was evaluated after May and presented to the Workforce 
Investment Board (WIB). The WIB reviewed and recommended either full funding, provisional funding 
or no funding. The provisional funding was recommended because the WIB had to look at the June 
performance which is the end of POET’s fiscal year. Dr. Muthu also stated that last year the second 
installment of funding did not take place until January, therefore the contractors were given an additional 
fiscal quarter to meet performance. The WIB looked at the June data and looked at the end of the first 
quarter of this fiscal year, and if the contractors are moving towards the performance minimum which is 
the job placement of 75% and above, then the contractors’ funding would be renewed; if not they would 
still be placed in conditional status until December.

JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS FOR OCTOBER 5, 2005 


Vice Chairman Goslin stated that in response to his earlier legislation to possibly outsource the County’s 
pharmacy needs, Walgreen’s submitted a letter to him outlining what they will provide to the County. In 
order to adequately consider the above item, the Committee needs testimony from Walgreen’s explaining 
their letter. Vice Chairman Goslin has distributed this letter. (The referenced document is on file in the 
Office of the County Clerk). 

Commissioner Collins asked whether other pharmacies will have the opportunity to make proposals to the 
Commissioners. Chairman Butler replied in the affirmative. 

Chainnan Butler called on Gregg Cygan, R.Ph., Director, Clinic Pharmacies, Walgreen’s Health Services, 
to address the Commissioners. 

Mr. Cygan thanked the Board for the opportunity to address questions and concerns. He stated that 
Walgreen’s goal is to ensure that Hospital patients receive adequate, quality care. In its proposal, 
Walgreen's focused on the Alternative Methods Demonstration Project. This arrangement would allow 
Stroger Hospital of Cook County to offload some of the prescriptions to nearby Walgreen’s pharmacies; 
the result would be that acute as well as non-acute patients would receive timely service. Walgreen’s is 
open to assisting the County in other ways, for example by analyzing current operations. 

Vice Chainnan Goslin stated for the record that in his conversations with Mr. Cygan, he explained that if 
this program were to move forward, a request for proposal would be issued, and the bidding process 
would be open to other phannacies. Mr. Cygan concurred. 

Vice Chainnan Goslin stated that the Bureau of Health Services will need to address the financial risk 
involved in contracting with outside pharmacies. 

Mr. Cygan replied that Walgreen’s is willing to help analyze both the financial impact and the work flow 
impact of Walgreen’s project. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired about the volume of offload that the demonstration project can handle. 

Mr. Cygan replied that this would depend on the number of designated phannacies, and this number has 
not been detennined by the County, nor by Walgreen’s. The zip code distribution of patients would be 
analyzed. Patients on Medicaid and other insurances would be able to use any phannacies. All 
calculations would be submitted to the Office of Pharmacy Affairs. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired as to how many prescriptions are not picked up at the phannacies. 

Mr. Cygan replied that every day, Walgreen’s determines which prescriptions have not been picked up by 
checking all prescriptions that are seven days and older. These prescriptions are deleted from any billings 
to private insurances or Medicaid. The prescriptions are then returned to stock. He estimated that one 
percent of the prescriptions are not picked up. 

Commissioner Daley stated the following concerns: Possible revenue loss for Stroger Hospital of Cook 
County, offloading prescriptions could possibly adversely affect Medicaid and Medicare patients; and the 
resolution names Walgreen’s only, perhaps it should be amended to include other pharmacies. 

Commissioner Gorman asked how Walgreen’s would handle the surge in prescriptions. 

Mr. Cygan replied that the most important factor would be to determine how many patients reside in 
which zip codes. Then Walgreen’s could designate the necessary additional staffing. 
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Commissioner Maldonado inquired as to the average dispensing cost that Stroger Hospital of Cook 
County would incur. 

Mr. Cygan replied that at this point he is not prepared to provide this information. He needs to analyze 
the scope of the work. Two components of this analysis would be the pure filling of the prescription and, 
with regard to the request for information (RFI) the administrative, and behind-the-scenes cost. 

Commissioner Sims inquired as to why the pharmacists walked out during the strike. 

Mr. Cygan replied that he is not certain, because he was not directly involved. 

Commissioner Sims inquired whether Walgreen’s had enough staff during the strike to continue serving 
its customers. 

Mr. Cygan replied that Walgreen’s has contingency plans to provide adequate staffing at their stores. 
Pharmacies were kept open and Walgreen’s made every effort to provide services to all patients who 
needed prescriptions. 

Commissioner Sims requested that Walgreen’s provide information as to why its pharmacists went on 
strike. 

Commissioner Silvestri inquired how many pharmacies Walgreen’s currently operates in the Chicago 
market, and whether this market includes Cook County or beyond. 

Tony Bono, R.Ph., Sales Manager, Walgreen’s Health Initiatives, replied that in Cook County there are 
255 Walgreen’s pharmacies; 57 are open 24-hours. In terms of all pharmacies - not just Walgreen’s - 
Cook County has 869; 77 are open 24-hours. 

Chairman Butler asked Dr. Daniel H. Winship, Chief, Bureau of Health Services, to address the 
Committee. 

Dr. Winship stated that after his remarks he will call on Daniel Martin, Deputy Chief, Bureau of Health 
Services; Dr. Martin has been responsible for developing the Demonstration Project Program. 

Dr. Winship stated that the report that was distributed to the Commissioners resulted from the Board 
action in September of 2004. At this time the Bureau of Health Services was asked to seek a request for 
proposal (RFP); ultimately this was corrected to a request for infonnation. The request for information 
received only one response; therefore, the Bureau of Health Services contacted all of the pharmacy 
organizations for responses. A meeting resulted, during which cost infonnation was obtained. 

Mr. Martin made the following presentation: 

Because an RFI was issued, and not an RFP, the County was careful in soliciting cost infonnation. 
However, parameters were requested for the following: the cost of filling prescriptions, the cost of 
dispensing prescriptions for patients whose care would be uncompensated, and the cost for those patients 
not covered under public aid or any other fonn of insurance. Walgreen’s and CVS (also known as 
Pharmacare) offered a combined cost range from $10 to $14. 
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Mr. Martin continued that when the Bureau of Health Services was directed to issue the RFI, the issue 
was raised regarding whether the County would be able to preserve its 340B purchasing rights; a 
demonstration project is the means by which 340B purchasing rights are conveyed to a contracted 
organization. A discussion ensued regarding the fact that the regulations allow for contracting with only 
one individual site pharmacy. At that point the Commissioners directed the Bureau of Health Services to 
talk with the Office of Pharmacy Affairs. In July Mr. Martin attended the 340B conference, where he met 
with Mr. Mitchell, the Director of the Office of Pharmacy Affairs. 

Mr. Martin further stated that Mr. Mitchell advised him that there were no public health systems in the 
country currently authorized to conduct this type of program under a demonstration project. Currently 
only single or double site, federally qualified, health-center clinics contract with either one or two 
pharmacies within a certain local. Mr. Mitchell indicated that, if Cook County elected to submit a 
proposal, the Office of Pharmacy Affairs would look favorably on it; it potentially could increase their 
assets. However, the Office of Pharmacy Affairs had three concerns: One, the arrangement would have 
to preserve the integrity of the 340B program; were the County to fail to do this, the program itself could 
be in jeopardy, and other 340B entities could suffer. Two, the County would have to prove that there 
would be an increase in access to the patients. And three, the County would need to contain cost as a 
result of doing a demonstration project. 

Mr. Martin continued that an individual from Mr. Mitchell's office walked him through the requirements 
for submitting a demonstration project. The County and a contractor would file the application jointly. 
The Office of Pharmacy Affairs would entertain an application only from the County to request a 
demonstration project. If the application were granted, the County could put out a bid. The 340B aspect 
could be addressed at this point. 

Mr. Martin continued that recently the Bureau of Health Services has been able to bill for public aid 
medications under the Intergovernmental Transfer. The County receives a flat-rate, enhanced 
reimbursement to help offset the cost of uncompensated pharmacy care. The Bureau of Health Services 
has had numerous discussions with the Illinois Department of Public Aid to determine whether the 
County can preserve this revenue; while the Illinois Department of Public Aid does not appear amenable, 
it has agreed to further review this issue. The Intergovernmental Transfer Agreement does not allow for 
an arrangement whereby a contractor bills the County for Public Aid patients and then the County 
submits claims on behalf of those Public Aid patients; the State Plan Amendment requires that all services 
be rendered at one of the critical care sites, i.e., one of the three County Hospitals. The State indicated 
that their average reimbursement is approximately $13.00 per prescription for generic drugs, and 
approximately $80.00 per prescription for brand-name drugs. All patients who purchase prescriptions 
from contracted pharmacies would be required to pay the Illinois Department of Public Aid a co-pay. 

In conclusion, Mr. Martin offered the following analysis of the current cost for the County to provide 
prescriptions. In 2004 the cost to the County was calculated to be $5.56 per prescription. Approximately 
11% to 13% of the patients are Public Aid patients. Approximately 80% of the patients are self-paid or 
on uncompensated care. If the County were to contract with outside pharmacies, it would be responsible 
for paying any services not covered under any type of insurance program. 

Vice Chairman Goslin read his amendment to the “Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved" paragraph to read as 
follows: NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
instructs the Bureau of Health Services to enter into talks with Walgr ee ns H e alth S e rvic e s various 
Pharmacy Administrators including all the companies listed in Attachment II . 
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Commissioner Quigley requested that the Bureau of Health Services submit the following information in 
writing to the Committee: How is the cost for prescriptions calculated? Are there benefits to the staff? 
To what extent is overtime and capital included in the calculation? 

Chairman Butler stated that the date by which the draft of the Alternative Methods Demonstration Project 
Report needs to be submitted to the Board of Commissioners was changed to January 27, 2006. 

Vice Chairman Goslin, seconded by Commissioner Hansen, moved the approval of Communication

272043 AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY OVERTIME POLICY RESOLUTION 
(PROPOSED RESOLUTION AMENDMENT). Submitting a Proposed Resolution 
Amendment sponsored by Roberto Maldonado, County Commissioner. 

The following is a synopsis of the Proposed Resolution Amendment. 

PROPOSED RESOLUTION AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE 

COOK COUNTY OVERTIME POLICY RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, there are legitimate reasons for overtime expenditures, e sp e cially in th e ar e as of 
public - h e alth and public saf e ty such as providing adequate staffing to protect the public 
health and safety when there exists a severe, protracted nationwide shortage of essential 
licensed professionals to perform vital functions in the delivery of government services ; and 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
hereby establishes the following amended policy to guide overtime expenditures and to 
protect the employees, patients, detainees and citizens of Cook County: 

That all supervisors are required to provide a written report bi-monthly to their department 
head relative to staffing needs. This report shall detail the number of vacancies and their 
effect on operations as well as the expected overtime needs for the period of the report; and 

That all department heads, bureau chiefs and elected officials immediately assign a 
member(s) of their financial team to oversee overtime expenses and that this individual(s), 
along with an employee’s immediate supervisor, shall provide written authorization prior to 
an employee being assigned or granted overtime; and 
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That this written authorization shall be forwarded to the department head, bureau chief and/or 
elected official on a bi-monthly basis; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that no Cook County employee shall be allowed to work 
more than 20 hours in overtime in any seven day period with the exception of emergency 
situations where the bureau chief or elected official will be required to provide written 
authorization; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in any one fiscal year no Cook County employee shall 
be allowed to work more than 624 hours (30% of 2080 full-time hours) in overtime with the 
exception of emergency situations where the bureau chief or elected official will be required 
to provide written authorization; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in order to protect the public's basic human right to 
quality health care, critical professional staffing positions in the Bureau of Flealth Services, 
including, but not limited to. nurses, pharmacists, and radiology technicians, that are currently 
experiencing a severe, protracted nationwide shortage of licensed professionals and 
subsequently causing an unsafe patient to professional ratio, shall be exempt from the 
requirements of this Resolution; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that these supervisors and managers are expected to adhere 
to this policy and will be held accountable for unauthorized overtime expenditures within 
their respective departments; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the County’s labor team is directed to address any 
matters pertaining to overtime during the negotiating process and make recommendations that 
ensure fairness to both the County’s employees and taxpayers. 

This amended policy shall go into effect immediately upon passage. 

*Referred to the Health and Hospitals Committee on 07/12/05. 

Commissioner Maldonado delivered the following overview of the Overtime Policy Resolution. The 
Commissioners have extensive documentation that there is a severe shortage of certain types of health 
professionals. The Resolution would exempt these individuals from the restriction of the twenty-hours 
per week in overtime. The management prerogative of immediate supervisors and nurses would not be 
usurped; if a nurse supervisor needs a nurse to work overtime she is able to ask that nurse to work 
overtime without going through the administrative process. The requests to work overtime must come 
from a supervisor. 

Commissioner Hansen asked for further explanation of the need for overtime. 

Dr. Winship replied that in his opinion the changes are not necessary; he has, however, no objection. This 
Resolution addresses issues of emergency and urgency. Additionally, the Bureau has been decreasing its 
use of overtime, and has extensive documentation of that this is effective. 

Commissioner Silvestri inquired whether supervisors know how much overtime a given nurse has worked 
and, also, why a nurse is punished for working overtime if her supervisor has asked her to work overtime. 
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Dr. Winship replied that it is the supervisors’ responsibility, not the nurses’, to keep track of overtime. 
He further stated that there are flaws in the letter submitted to the Commissioners; Mr. Brown has 
instructed the supervisors not to use this letter. 

Commissioner Peraica requested that the letter regarding the Executive Summary Recommendation from 
the National Nurses’ Organizing Committee, dated September 26, 2005, be entered into the record. (The 
referenced document is on file in the Office of the County Clerk). He stated that the letter summarizes the 
concerns that were part of the initial proposal. He further stated that he believes that certain leeway and 
discretion should be granted to managers. He stated that the proposed amendments address this, and 
suggested that the Committee approve these amendments.

The Cook County Prescription Relief Program will seek to reach out to this 
vulnerable population. 

Under the program, MedAssist Direct helps participants access more than 1,800 prescription 
medications available through pharmaceutical manufacturers for an annual enrollment fee of 
$25.00. For a $7.00 per prescription transaction fee, MedAssist Direct completes and 
processes the application and handles all the paperwork and necessary follow-up. 
Participants receive their medications through the mail and save approximately 90% off the 
average retail price on most prescriptions.

WHEREAS, the discount card is provided free of charge and offers immediate discounts at participating 
pharmacies averaging 14 percent off brand name medicine, 34 percent off generic medicine, and 50 
percent on select generics through mail service compared to regular retail prices; 

WHEREAS, the discount card also covers medications excluded by some insurance companies, such as 
birth control and smoking cessation treatments; and 

WHEREAS, currently, there are 41 counties nationwide participating with NACo in this prescription 
discount card program and 300 more are considering its benefits; and 

WHEREAS, as a home rule unit the Cook County Board has the legal mandate to provide for and protect 
the health, welfare and safety of the residents of this county.

WHEREAS, the idea for the Law Office of the Cook County Public Defender was bom in the 1920s, 
from the times that fostered Prohibition and when cases crowded the court system; and 

WHEREAS, when an accused could not afford an attorney, the judges often appointed attorneys who 
were their friends and acquaintances, many of whom were considered unqualified to handle criminal 
cases; and 

WHEREAS, in 1929, based on reports and studies issued by court reform organizations, the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners created the Judicial Advisory Council, whose aim was to bring 
innovation and efficiency to the criminal court. Among its recommendations was to establish a public 
defender's office within Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the criminal justice system in Chicago was seen as corrupt and infected by scandals. Judges 
and attorneys were accused of accepting bribes in exchange for guaranteed results. Creating a public 
defender’s office was viewed as an important step to bring professionalism and honesty to the 
representation of those accused of crime; and 
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WHEREAS, the Judicial Advisory Council sought an attorney to head this newly conceived office, and 
on September 25, 1930, Benjamin C. Bachrach was appointed the first Public Defender of Cook County. 
On September 29, 1930, Mr. Bachrach opened his office on the sixth floor of the recently completed 
Criminal Courts Building at 2600 South California. Five assistant public defenders and one stenographer 
were hired to round out the Office. Supporting Mr. Bachrach were attorneys Wilbert F. Crowley, Wendell 
E. Green, John Alden Ryan, Dennis E. Sullivan, Jr. and Lester N. Grossman. The stenographer, the first 
support staff hire of the Office, was Ella E. Spradling; and 

WHEREAS, a measure of the Public Defender’s success in its first year was recorded in the Chicago Bar 
Association Record of 1930, via an open report from Mr. Bachrach. In its first three months, the Office 
defended 582 persons, securing 11 acquittals and one not guilty by reason of insanity out of 25 jury trials. 
Mr. Bachrach wrote that it was his "sincere belief' that all of the Public Defender s clients "felt that they 
were justly treated by the law, and instead of feeling hatred toward the law, now have respect for the 
law"; and 

WHEREAS, the statistics from those early years are mind-boggling; by August 1934, a total of six 
attorneys had represented 283 death penalty clients. By January 1942, with the workforce reduced to five 
attorneys, the Office had represented 637 death penalty clients; and 

WHEREAS, in 1986, the Office’s face changed again. Mr. Doherty stepped down as the Public Defender 
returning to his roots as an assistant public defender with the Office. Paul P. Biebel, now chief judge of 
the Criminal Courts, was named the Public Defender. Mr. Biebel accepted the position on a temporary 
basis, until a more permanent successor could be named; and 

WHEREAS, sixteen months later, in May 1988, Randolph N. Stone was selected, after a nationwide 
search, to serve as the Public Defender. He also made history as the first African-American Public 
Defender. During Mr. Stone’s administration, the Office did not merely grow, but its very autonomy 
changed. Since 1932, the Office was under the supervision of the Cook County judiciary; and 

WHEREAS, for close to 60 years, the Public Defender was nominated by the Chief Judge of the County 
and elected by the sitting circuit judges. In August 1991, new legislation was passed, which made the 
Law Office of the Cook County Pubic Defender an independent agency within Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, on March 1, 1992, the Office changed yet again as Rita A. Fry became the Public Defender. 
She had been the First Assistant Public Defender in Mr. Stone’s administration, and made history for 
herself and the Office as she became the first female Public Defender of Cook County. The Office was 
now bursting with close to 500 assistant public defenders, plus an additional 250 investigators and 
support staff; and 

WHEREAS, Ms. Fry’s administration saw history made concerning the death penalty. Beginning with 
Mr. Bachrach, every Public Defender had decried the death penalty on moral and constitutional grounds. 
In Illinois, 13 men who had been on death row were exonerated. In January 2000, Governor George 
Ryan imposed a moratorium on the enforcement of the death penalty which culminated with his January 
12, 2003, pardon of four men and January 13, 2003, commutation of the death penalty for 160 men and 
four women on Illinois’ death row; and 

WHEREAS, internally, the Office’s handling of appeals also changed under Ms. Fry. In 1964, the Office 
handled 126 appeals for the year. By 2000, that number had increased to 1,300. In 2001, legislation was 
enacted, increasing the budget for the state agency responsible for appeals throughout the rest of Illinois, 
so that it could handle the majority of appeals emanating from Cook County. By January 2003, the 
transition was complete; and 
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WHEREAS, on April 1, 2003, Edwin A. Burnette assumed the mantle of Public Defender, completing 
yet another transition in the evolution of the Office. The First Assistant Public Defender since 1992, Mr. 
Burnette began his administration with the need to confront the County s early retirement incentive plan, 
which resulted in not merely Ms. Fry’s retirement, but also the retirement of almost 20 percent of the 
Office. Obstacles to overcome as well as opportunities for the future were in abundance; and 

WHEREAS, from its beginning with seven employees, located on the sixth floor of the Criminal Courts 
Building, the Office now has 740 attorneys, investigators and support staff, working throughout the 
County in 15 different divisions: Capital Case Coordination, Civil, Felony Trial, First, Municipal, 
Forensic Science, Homicide Task Force, Juvenile Justice, Legal Resource, Multiple Defendant, Training, 
and the suburban courthouses in Bridgeview, Markham, Maywood, Rolling Meadows and Skokie; and 

WHEREAS, based on the past, as the Office celebrates its 75th anniversary, the only certainty for the 
future is that it will continue to evolve and change with developments in society and the law, in order to 
represent its clients to the fullest. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, on behalf 
of the more than five million residents of Cook County, in recognition of 75 years of providing legal 
representation to those without the financial resources to afford legal counsel, does hereby applaud the 
praiseworthy mission and day-to-day efforts of the Cook County Public Defender's Office; and

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


Section 1. Sections 10-17 and 10-18 of the Cook County Purchasing Ordinances shall be 
amended as follows: 


10-17. The Board of Commissioners of Cook County shall have no power or authority to 
delegate to any committee or other person or persons the "power to act", when such 
"power to act" shall involve the letting of any contract or the expenditure of public money 
exceeding the sum of $ 10,000.00 25.000.00 except in the following instances: the 
payment of public utility bills and the payment of rent, pursuant to the provisions of a 
lease previously approved by the Board of County Commissioners; and any action of said 
board, or of any committee thereof, or of any other person or persons in violation of this 
section shall be null and void. No money shall be appropriated or ordered paid by said 
County Commissioners, beyond the sum of $ 10,000.00 25,000.00 unless such 
appropriation shall have been authorized by a vote of at least two-thirds of the members 
elected to the said county boarded. And no officer of Cook County, or other person shall 
incur any indebtedness on behalf of the County, unless first authorized by said Board of 
Commissioners. 
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10-18. The purchases of and contracts for supplies, materials, equipment, and contractual 
services and all sales of personal property which has become obsolete or unusable shall be 
based on competitive bids. If the amount involved is estimated to exceed $ 10,000.00 
25.000.00 . sealed bids shall be solicited by public notice inserted at least once in a 
newspaper of county-wide circulation and at least five calendar days before the final date of 
submitting bids. Such notices shall include a general description of the commodities or 
contractual services to be purchased or personal property to be sold and shall state where all 
blanks and specifications may be obtained and the time and place for the opening of bids. 
The County Purchasing Agent may also solicit sealed bids by sending requests by mail to 
prospective suppliers and by posting notices on a public bulletin board in his office. 
Purchases, excluding professional services, having a cost of $750.00 or less may be made 
with “petty cash" in the open market. All purchases of $10,000.00 or l e ss greater than 
$750.00 and less than $25.000.00 may be made in the open market without publication in a 
newspaper as above provided but whenever practical shall be based on at least three 
competitive bids. No purchases, orders or contracts of $- HhOQQ. - QQ 25,000.00 or more shall 
be made unless authorized by the Board of Commissioners. All sales of obsolete or 
unusable material shall be made to the highest responsible bidder. Whenever the Board of 
Standardization hereinafter provided for shall have prescribed standard specifications, bids 
on purchases of supplies, materials, and equipment shall be based on such standard 
specifications. All purchases, orders, or contracts shall be awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder, taking into consideration the qualities of the articles supplied, their 
conformity with the specifications, their suitability to the requirements of the County and 
the delivery terms. In the determination of the award to the lowest responsible bidder, 
nothing herein shall be interpreted to preclude an award to a bidder other than the lowest 
actual bidder if such an award is made in furtherance of affirmative action policies adopted 
by the County Purchasing Agent for the promotion of nondiscriminatory hiring practices 
and equal employment opportunity. Provided, however, that the award of all contracts shall 
be responsible and reasonable. Any bid may be rejected and new bids may be solicited if 
the public interest is served thereby. Each bid, with the name of the bidder, shall be entered 
on a record, which record with the successful bid indicated thereon shall, after the award of 
the purchase or order or contract, be open to public inspection. A copy of all contracts shall 
be filed with the County Comptroller and with the County Purchasing Agent. 

Section 2. This amendatory ordinance shall take effect and be in force immediately after its 
passage.

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ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 10: 

THE CONTRACT AND PURCHASING ORDINANCE OF COOK COUNTY 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 7, Section 6a of 
the Illinois Constitution of 1970 with power to regulate those matters which pertain to its government and 
affairs; and 

WHEREAS, in the exercise of home rule powers. Cook County adopted an ordinance governing 
procurement authority for the offices and departments of Cook County Government. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED THAT: 

Section 1. Sections 10-17 and 10-18 of the Cook County Purchasing Ordinances shall be amended as 
follows: 


10-17. The Board of Commissioners of Cook County shall have no power or authority to 
delegate to any committee or other person or persons the “power to act”, when such “power 
to act” shall involve the letting of any contract or the expenditure of public money exceeding 
the sum of $ 10,000.00 25.000,00 except in the following instances: the payment of public 
utility bills and the payment of rent, pursuant to the provisions of a lease previously approved 
by the Board of County Commissioners; and any action of said Board, or of any committee 
thereof, or of any other person or persons in violation of this section shall be null and void. 
No money shall be appropriated or ordered paid by said County Commissioners, beyond the 
sum of $1 0,000.00 25,000.00 unless such appropriation shall have been authorized by a vote 
of at least two-thirds of the members elected to the said county board. And no officer of 
Cook County, or other person shall incur any indebtedness on behalf of the County, unless 
first authorized by said Board of Commissioners. 

10-18. The purchases of and contracts for supplies, materials, equipment and contractual 
services and all sales of personal property, which has become obsolete or unusable shall be 
based on competitive bids. If the amount involved is estimated to exceed $ 10,000.00 
25.000.00 . sealed bids shall be solicited by public notice inserted at least once in a newspaper 
of county-wide circulation and at least five calendar days before the final date of submitting 
bids. Such notices shall include a general description of the commodities or contractual 
services to be purchased or personal property to be sold and shall state where all blanks and 
specifications may be obtained and the time and place for the opening of bids. The County 
Purchasing Agent may also solicit sealed bids by sending requests by mail to prospective 
suppliers and by posting notices on a public bulletin board in his office. Purchases, excluding 
professional services, having a cost of $750.00 or less may be made with “petty cash” in the 
open market. All purchases e f $10,000.00 or l e ss greater than $750.00 and less than 
$25,000.00 may be made in the open market without publication in a newspaper as above 
provided but whenever practical shall be based on at least three competitive bids. No 
purchases, orders or contracts of $ 10 ; 00000 25.000.00 or more shall be made unless 
authorized by the Board of Commissioners. All sales of obsolete or unusable material shall 
be made to the highest responsible bidder. Whenever the Board of Standardization 
hereinafter provided for shall have prescribed standard specifications, bids on purchases of 
supplies, materials, and equipment shall be based on such standard specifications. All 
purchases, orders, or contracts shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, taking into 
consideration the qualities of the articles supplied, their conformity with the specifications, 
their suitability to the requirements of the County and the delivery terms. In the 
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determination of the award to the lowest responsible bidder, nothing herein shall be 
interpreted to preclude an award to a bidder other than the lowest actual bidder if such an 
award is made in furtherance of affirmative action policies adopted by the County Purchasing 
Agent for the promotion of nondiscriminatory hiring practices and equal employment 
opportunity. Provided, however, that the award of all contracts shall be responsible and 
reasonable. Any bid may be rejected and new bids may be solicited if the public interest is 
served thereby. Each bid, with the name of the bidder, shall be entered on a record, which 
record with the successful bid indicated thereon shall, after the award of the purchase or order 
or contract, be open to public inspection. A copy of all contracts shall be filed with the 
County Comptroller and with the County Purchasing Agent. 

Section 2. This amendatory ordinance shall take effect and be in force immediately after its passage.
